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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The following is a response to the amendments filed on 6/25/04. 

Claims 1-22, 24, 25, 27, 28, and 30-33 are pending in the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, First paragraph 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-22, 24, 25, 27, 28, and 30-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
According to claims 1,5, 13, and 28, the resend request includes information identifying a 
storage area where the requested data is stored. The specification does not describe how this task 
is performed. According to the specification, the address of the bad data is determined, and this 
address is transmitted to the source of the bad data. The specification fails, however, to explain 
how this determination is accomplished. Claims 2-4, 6-12, 14-22, 24, 25, 27, and 30-33 depend 
on claims 1, 5, 13, and 28 are therefore similarly rejected. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant argues that one skilled in the art would know how to transfer the TR and K 
values from the AL3 sending entity to the AL3 receiving entity without having to 
perform undue experimentation. Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's 
characterization of the issue raised by examiner. 

The question is not how TR and K reach the receiving entity, but whether the 
specification describes or even suggests that the transmitting entity is to send TR and K 
values to the receiving entity. Applicant's arguments are therefore not found to be 
persuasive. The specification does not describe or suggests that TR and K values from 
the sending entity are communicated to the receiving entity. Furthermore, applicant did 
not provide any evidence that the feature of communicating memory address location to 
the receiver is known in the art or would be within the appreciation of one skilled in the 
art in light of the specification's disclosure. Therefore, the Examiner concludes that the 
rejection of claims 1-22, 24, 25, 27, 28, and 30-33 stands rejected. 

Conclusion 

5. This is an RCE of applicant's earlier Application No. 09223729. All claims are drawn to 
the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally rejected 
on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
earlier application.
